The m ajority of E m peror Dom 
Be*Ire II was proclaim ed the 23d day of 
July, 1340. 
And thus the full-fledged em­ 
peror began business as a bov, but by no 
means an incapable one. 
Slavery was the first great subject to claim 
the attention of the youthful em peror.

was brought home to the country in an un­ 
pleasant m anner in 1349 by the appearance 
of yellow' fever on slave ships, the rir-t that 
was known of it in the country, 
Pablic 
opinion was aroused and declared against 
the traffic, and stringent laws were adopted, 
and thus began a m ovem ent which has never 
ceased looking to the final abolition ol 
slavery in the land. 
Public works of vast 
m agnitnde were started, and public educa­ 
tion was given a booiu. 
Always a liberal 
spender he was not long in getting the 
country into debt, ami b e ha- faithfully 
kept it so ever since, but he ha-given it a 
q uid pro quo that was wel 1 wrort h t he money.

Ever since the em ancipation of slaves 
i has gone on rapidly, the slave owmers them -

i labor would ruin the plantations, but the 
em ancipated negroes turned to and worked 
i with a will, thus encouraging the good 
I work begun in their behalf.

Pedro saw this tendency years ago. and ha* 
steadily encouraged the popular growth in 
the land winch was given him to rule And 
yet the proudest of blood is pum ped in the 
veins of the most domestic of rulers. He car- j 
ries the blood of the Braganza*. the Bour- 
1 Kins aud the Haps burgs*. 
By m arriage he is 
related to the royal and im jierial families of 
England. France, Russia. Spain aiel Naples. 
Dom Pedro I . his father, was a Braganza, 
hi* m other a Hapsburg and a sister-in-law 
to N ajuleon I. 
His relative* are of every 
grade, from absolute ruler to constitutional 
m onarch.

The 
latter, who had fled from Portugal when 
the dragons let loose by- the French revolu­ 
tion threatened to swallow him up. and 
who for a long tim e performed the novel 
act of ruling a m other country from one of 
it.- colonies, wa.* fain to return home, leav­ 
ing them popular, princely Dom Pedro at 
the head ol affair*.

H e tried the desperate plan ol 
forming a new m inistry favorable to abso­ 
lutism, and w hen it failed he dissolved the 
m inistry w ithout nam ing another, abdi­ 
cated the throne in favor of the heir appar­ 
ent, then five years old, and embarked for 
Portugal on an English ship, leaving be­

H is subsequent career in Portugal 
was no more successful, and he died a fail­ 
ure. 
Brazil now really taste*! a sort of republi­ 
can form of government, for the three

1834 there was a change to a single regent, 
chosen by all the electors in the same m an­ 
ner as the deputies, and the councils of the 
provinces were replaced by’ legislative pro­ 
vincial assemblies.

—To-day 
while digging a cellar for a 
house about a m ile above the town ol 
Fort Pierre and a mile and half from Pierre, 
the workmen made a terrible and ghastly 
find in the shape of seven human bodies. 
They were in a had state of putrefaction, 
and four of them are presumably those o: 
soldiers, and the remaining three Indians. 
Upon finding the bodies the authorities 
were at once notified and the coroner and a 
number of citizens repaired to the scene. 
On four of the bodies were found remnant* 
of United States uniforms, with guns, pis­ 
tols, etc. 
A sword was also found, showing 
that one of the party was a commissioned 
officer. 
Owing to the decayed condition ol 
the bodies it is impossible to identify them. 
The 
caroner 
states 
that 
they 
must 
have been placed there fully six month* 
ago. 
On one of them was found a pocket- 
book and in it a letter, in which was with 
difficulty deciphered the name of Lawrence 
W. Chandler. 
The military authorities al 
Fort Bennett have been notified and it is 
expected that they will be able to identify 
some of the bodies. 
One time last spring a 
hand of Sioux Indians came 
through 
Pierre, and in conversation with P. P 
Robie, an Indian interpreter, told him thal 
they had buried a number of bodies that 
they had found up the river, and wanted 
some of the citizens of Pierre to give them 
some remuneration for the same; but at 
that time the story was thought to be a fake 
on the part of the Indians. 
The theory is 
now offered that the persons were probably 
frozen in the terrible storm of Jan. 12, and 
were afterwards found and buried by this 
hand of Indians, presumably some time in 
the spring.

Instinct o f Uine Rats, 


Am th e w o rk o f mining advances in 
the grout coal mines, t-ays a Sconton 
(Pa.) correspondent ot the New York 
Tituea, the collapse ot the workings ! 
becomes more frequent., more exten- i 
sive, and more fatal. After all the i 
conl 1ms been removed then the coal 
p hara left to support the roof are 
mined away, and this is called “rob­ 
bing the pillars,” and this is an ex­ 
tremely hazardous undertaking. 
It 
is however, done by the employes of 
the coal company, and not by heed­ 
less thieves, as tire phrase would aug- 
gest. 
There was a great fall of roof in 
one of the principal mines at Arch- 
bald, in the northern portion of the 
Lackawanna valley, recently. The 
men had been “robbing pillars” and 
had 
made considerable Ireadway. 
K very thing looked all right Satur­ 
day evening when they quit work, 
but when they returned to the mine 
Monday morning they found that 
acres 
of 
the 
roof 
had 
fall­ 
en 
in, 
and 
a 
great 
field 
of 
rock, 
from 
three 
to 
nine feet 
in thickness, lay on the floor 
of 
the colliery, after having ground 
several stout anthracite pillars to 
powder. The miners congratulated 
themselves on the fuctthat the great 
rock, which must have weighed mill­ 
ions of tons, had fallen Sunday when 
they were absent from the mine. 
In cases of a falling roof the experi­ 
enced miner is forewarned by tho 
cracking sounds, often a pistol-shot, 
that invariably precede the down* 
rush of the great mass; but an in­ 
fallible warning of future danger is 
said to be the desertion of the mine 
by the huge rats that make the slopes 
their home. 
The belief in this particular notion 
is quit** general throughout the cool 
fields, and, repulsive as the great, 
fit rce mine rat is to the miner, he 
likes to st-e it at ease in the dismal 
depths where death is of such fre- 
juciri o.'5curanee. There is good rea­ 
sons for associating the disappear­ 
ance of the rat from i colliery with 
un impending disaster. The rat is a 
sensitive thing; it makes its resting 
place in tie* nooks and crannies of 
the mine, and it feels the first slow 
movement of the crumbling rocks jls 
they begin to squeeze und settle and 
-hiipe themselves for the disaster 
which culminates in the fall ot roof. 
The wary rat is first to leel the com­ 
motion. 
He is dazed by thegrinding 
notion ot the rocks; he undoubtedly 
thinks they have suddenly become 
imbued with life and he flees with his 
fellows, panic-stricken, from the place. 
The first great fall of the roof that 
ever oeeured in this region was at

A C o u n try of Salt. 
Everything in the country of the 
River ( hai, in Central Asia, is describ­ 
ed by Gabriel Bouvalot as covered 
with salt. 
It is seen in the walls of 
the houses and on the banks of the 
rivers, and the water one drinks is 
very salt. Traveling saltpetermnk- 
ers go in summer from place to place 
wherever they can find material to 
work upon. Their mode of operation 
is a rough-and-ready one. 
Holes in 
the earth serve as vats ami boilers, 
and below these are placed ovens.' 
Abundance of brushwood supplies' 
materials for the fires. 
The workers collect from the sur-, 
face of the earth heaps of a compost 
of salt and animal manure. 
This is 
soaked for 24 hours in water, then 
filtered, and then boiled for 24 hours, 
cleansed and placed in the sun, so 
that the water may evaporate. An 
ordinary workman can make about 
50 pounds in a day, and this he sells 
at the rate of a perciy a pound. Tho 
workers appear quite contented with 
their lot, and the interest is preserv­ 
ed in their families forgenerations.— 
Popular Science Monthly. 


A C u r io u s A r iz o n a P ro d u c t. 
Among the many curious products 
of Arizon territory is the small gray 
Chilla seed. The Indians gather it 
wild in quantity, and, with other 
edible seeds, vend it from house to 
house. When used a small quantity 
ot the seed is dropped into a goblet 
ot clear water, when they immediate­ 
ly burst open with a curious effect, 
forming a thick fluid. This mixture 
is a pleasant, cooling drink for hot 
weather, having a mild laxative ef­ 
fect.

Some startling and very painful 
/acts were brought to light at a con­ 
ference of the Societies for the I’ro 
motion of Morality hold recently 
in Berlin. In a paper on the house- 
ing ot the poor in Berlin it was stat­ 
ed that half (!) of the dwellings con­ 
sist of one room, to which in some 
rare casesasm all cupboard-1 ike one is 
attached. In one of tliese rooms are 
often found sleeping from ten to 
fifteen persons, old and young; one 
hundred thousand men and more 
sleep in cellars and attics. In one 
house ns many as 2,000 persons are 
to be found herded together. 
The 
number ot illegitniate births in Ber­ 
lin is 10 per cent, or double the num­ 
ber in London. The prices paid for 
rooms are very high, and one conse­ 
quence of this is that very many of 
the 20,000 prostitutes in Berlin are 
recieved into families as lodgers, with 
a view to the lessening of the rental.

parents 
and children shun 
them; 
and 
the latter, seeing the 
idle life these lodgers live and the 
beautiful clothes they wear, soon 
learn to enter upon the same awful 
course.—Pall Mall Gazette.

E verything in the country of the 
River Chai, in C entral Asia, ie describ­ 
ed by Gabriel B ouvalot as covered 
w ith salt. 
It is seen in the walls of 
the houses and on the banks of the 
rivers, and the w ater one drinks is 
very salt. 
Traveling1 saltpeterm ak- 
ers go in sum m er from place to place 
wherever they can find m aterial to 
work upon. Their m ode of operation 
is a rough-and-ready one. 
Holes in 
the earth serve tis v a ts and boilers, 
and below these are placed ovens.' 
A bundance of brushw ood supplies 
m aterials for the fires. 
The workers collect from the su r­ 
face of the earth heaps of a com post 
of salt and anim al m anure. 
This is 
soaked for 24 hours in w ater, then 
filtered, and then boiled for 24 hours, 
cleansed and placed in the sun, so 
th a t the w ater m ay evaporate. 
An 
ordinary w orkm an can m ake ab o u t 
50 pounds in a day, and this he sells 
a t the ra te of a pen-ny a pound. Tho 
workers appear quite contented with 
their lot, and the interest is preserv­ 
ed in their families for generations.— 
P opular Science M onthly.

Butler was elected 
to Congress in I HGG, and subsequent­ 
ly several tim es.

elected G overnor of M assachusetts.
